IF  ft  ran  take  time  out  from  the  uncer- 
tainties which  plague  11,  the  world,  or 
such  portion  of  It  as  speaks  Shake- 
speare’s language,  may  feel  disposed  to  note 
that  today  is  the  annlveirsary  of  the  death 
of  the  great  Elizabethan  bard.  It  Is  In  fact 
the  334th  such  anniversary,  and  the  de- 
gree to  which  his  famous  lines  have  passed 
into  common  use  Is  perhaps  the  most  po> 
tent  tribute  to  his  memoi^.  Sliakespeare 
enriched  the  English  tongue  beyond  com 
pare  and  bequeathed  Indeed  to  all  the  world 
a matchless  legacy  of  verse.  There  was 
nothing,  it  almost  seems,  he  did  not 
express.  • 

Today  Is  also  8t.  George’s  Day,  so  that 
the  patron  saint  and  England’s  greatest 
son  unite  In  emphasizing  Uie  verities  that 
have  gone  out  from  that  "sceptred  isle"  to 
the.  lasting  benefit  of  the  world  else- 
where. This  city  Itself  was  founded  by 
Scotsmen,  but  it  was  as  a "Little  Bit  of 


England',"  true  or  false,  that  Victoria  be- 
came known  far  and  wide.  In  Its  schools 
with  their  countless  thousands  of  students 
the  words  of  Shakespeare  and  the  chivalry 
of  St.  George  have  made  their  lasting  con- 
tribution to  human  lore.  In  its  courts  and 
legislatures  the  imprint  of  the  English  tra- 
dition has  been  synonymous  with  their 
growth. 

England  today,  as  U maiks  the  occasion 
that  recalls  both  these  national  figures,  one 
legendary  and  one  real.  Is  In  the  throes  of 
troubles  that  even  Shakespeare  could  not 
have  dreamed  of.  yet  the  spirit  that  the  poet 
breathed  In  every  line  and  the  patron  saint 
Inspired  In  every  heart  Is  the  surest  guar- 
antee of  the  restoration  of  Its  fortunes. 
More  than  ever,  perhaps,  one  might  repeat 
with  Shakespeare  and  with  faith  that 
"nought  shall  make  us  rue.  If  England  to 
Itself  do  rest  but  true."

We  are  not 
only  wTCStling  with  the  Canadian  Govern- 
ment but  with  all  governments  In  the 
world."  On  what  basis  can  any  committee 
approach  fanatics  who  bum  not  only  the 
homes  of  members  of  rival  sects  but  their 
own  homes  as  well? 

On  the  whole  it  seems  that  greater  hope 
may  be  pmned  on  the  possibility  of  the 
Sons  of  Freedom  voluntarily  migrating 
from  Canada.  Mr.  Wlsmer  has  stated  that 
If  any  other  country  will  accept  them  the 
Canadian  Government  certainly  would  not 
put  up  barriers.  If  by  that  Is  Implied  finan- 
cial assistance  to  set  them  on  their  way,  It 
seems  unlikely  there  would  be  much  ob- 
jection from  taxpayers.  Governments  have 
assisted  Immigrants  to  come  to  the  Do- 
minion for  the  good  of  the  country,  and  It 
would  undoubtedly  be  to  Canada’s  ad- 
vantage to  help  this  group  to  leave.

Thus  when  the  Dominion  Bureau 
of  Stalisllcs  announces  that  British  Colum- 
bia tops  the  list  of  Canadian  provinces  In 
domestic  electrification,  at  96  per  cent,  that 
fact  gets  no  more  than  a couple  of  small 
paragraphs  In  ihe  news  of  the  day. 

Yet  on  reflection  it  Is  an  amazing  state- 
ment. When  one  contemplates  the  vast- 
ness of  British  Columbia  it  seems  almost 
unbelievable  that  96  out  of  every  100  fam- 
ilies inhabiting  it  have  only  to  flick  a 
twitch  to  command  the  genie  of  the  electric 
wire  to  banish  darkness  and  lighten  their 


labors  In  countless  different  ways.  Within 
the  memory  of  Canadians  still  living  the 
feeble  glow  emitted  by  the  twist  of  carbon 
wire  inside  the  early  light  bulb  was  re- 
garded as  a miracle  in  Itself.  Today,  while 
electricity  remains  a mystery  to  all  but 
the  physicist — and  even  he  doesn't  seem  to 
be  quite  sure  w'hat  it  Is — man  uses  this  in- 
tangible power  to  do  most  of  the  tasks  that 
a mere  generation  ago  could  be  accom- 
plished only  by  human  effort. 

It  is  wonderful  what  man  has  done  with 
electricity.  It  Is  vaguely  frightening,  too, 
In  a way.  If  some  deity  were  suddenly  to 
take  away  this  Invisible  slave  most  of  man- 
kind born  to  use  It  would  be  reduced  to  a 
state  bordering  on  helplessness.  Perhaps, 
when  one  realizes  that  without  electricity 
few  of  the  horrible  weapons  of  destruction 
that  have  been  devised  would  be  possible, 
that  might  not  be  wholly  bad.

He's  expected  back  by  the  month  end. 
Finance  Minister  Anscomb  arrived 
back  from  Newfoundland  and  Toronto 
packed  with  Information  about  the 
new  Province  and  happy  that  British 
Columbia  Is  stUl  tops  on  Bay  Street 
Attorney  - General  Wlsmer  Is  In 
Ottawa,  tsHklng  about  the  RC.M.P. 
taking  over  British  Columbia,  amend- 
ments to  the  Criminal  Code  and 
changing  Canada’s  constitution. 
Hardworking  Works  Minister  Carson 
left  for  Ottawa  again  this  week-end 
to  conclude  the  Trans-Canada  High- 
way deal.  In  ths  interval  he  has 
been  re-organlilng  his  dspartment 
and  revamping  the  Province's  entire 
road  building  program. 

Health  and  Welfare  Minister  George 
Pearson  has  been  In  his  office  for  a 
few  hours  since  he  collapsed  during 
the  session,  but  he  is  not  expected 
back  for  full-time  duty  for  a week 
or  two.

British  Columbia's  lavs,  when 
rsvlstd  In  1648  ran  to  6,500  pages. 
Bach  aesalon  since  the  lawmakers 
have  added  an  Ineb-thlek  volume, 
partly  revisions  of  old  laws,  but 
Including  many  new. 


Besides  the  law  as  set  out  In  the 
statute  books  mors  and  mors  regu- 
lations hsve  been  passed  in  recent 
years  by  the  Executive  Council  or  by 
Individual  ministers.  There  are 
thousands  of  them  accumulated  over 
decades  which  have  the  full  force  of 
statute  law. 

These  are  oot  eontatned  tn  any 
book.  They  are  published  once  In  the 
British  Columbia  Gazette. 

The  only  complete  Index  Is  In  the 
Provincial  Becretary’s  Department. 
Even  that  Is  sometimes  not  complete. 
Individual  ministers  have  passed 
regulations,  at  times,  wUhout  going 
through  all  the  proper  channels. 

In  Ontario  the  regulations  are 
codified.  In  British  Columbia  they 
remain  a huge,  unorganised  hodge- 
podge of  the  law  that  only  spccialista 
can  hope  to  know.  Even  the  lawyers 
are  complaining  that  It's  almost 
Impossible  to  keep  pace. 

John  Cltlsen  surely  should  be  par- 
doned if  every  year  he  becomes  more 
bewildered  at  the  complexity  of  being 
a law-abiding  citizen. 

As  each  year  passes  and  the  mound 
of  laws  grows,  the  old  fable  of 
Voltaire  teems  more  pertlnenL  It 
went  something  like  this: 

A stranger  from  a primitive  land 
was  visiting  what  was  reputed  to  be 
the  moet  advanced  kingdom  of  the 
world  In  order  to  study  lU  customs. 

He  was  greatly  puzzled  by  the  great 
number  of  laws  and  ordinances  Ask- 
ing why,  he  was  told  that  they  were 
for  the  good  order  of  the  kingdom 
and  the  benefit  of  the  people. 

To  which  the  stranger  replied  that 
the  people  of  the  land  must  be  very 
bad  Indeed  to  need  so  many  laws.

He  predicted  the  underwater

The  Duke,  who  received  ownership 
to  any  findhiipi  by  rlnus  of  King 
Charles  I's  grant  to  the  Dukedom  In 
1541,  has  brought  new  equipment 
Into  play  for  the  divers  who  are 
working  under  contract  with  the 
Britleh  Admiralty. 

The  Duke  has  no  evidence  so  the 
Identity  of  the  ship,  which  legend 
says  Is  the  morenrla  with  90,000.000 
fold^  doubloons  In  her  strongroom.

Because  of  very  strong  currents, 
local  Clinton  is  that  some  time  yet 
must  pass  before  the  ship  Is  un- 
covered and  an  entrance  forced  bito 
her  Interior. 

As  tn  the  legendary  treasure. 
Tobermory  folk  declare:

Neturelly  the  duffer  or  everege  golfer  sterUng  bis  Spring  pley  or  precUoe 
cent  think  of  eU  these  beffllng  detells. 

Bob  Jonae  told  me  once  thet  be  tried  to  think  of  only  three  things: 
The  smooth  pace  of  his  beckswing ; not  to  rush  the  downswing  end  correct 
head  ecUon  or  posiuon.  I believe  theca  three  things  ere  about  ell  the 
noripel  breln  een  rerry  et  one  time  on  e goU  oourse. 

If  you  cheek  on  the  most  eommon  feulu  you'll  find  thsy  come  from 
the  following:  Poor  foot  ecUon— which  means  leek  of  beUnoe.  lag  end 
body  tenmen— the  tendency  to  rush  the  beckswing  end  start  the  down- 
swing too  soon,  end  moving  the  heed. 

As  Joe  Kirkwood  put  It— "goU  would  be  the  simplest,  the  seslcet  geme 
to  the  world  to  play— If  there  were  no  tension  ” tIoUon  is  the  greatest 
onemy  of  tension,  end  there  is  hCUc  moUon  tn  golf.  The  bell  sits  there 
iinUI  you  hit  tt 

Even  the  few  feuiU  thet  we  have  mentioned  ere  most  then  the  everege 
pUver  een  hold  in  his  eoncentreUve  grip.  In  sHeisptlng  to  think  of  too 
meio'  things,  ihs  golfer  draws  only  e blur  end  eetuelly  concentrates  on 
nothing.  This  fault  isn't  leek  of  concentretien— but  ever  eonoentreUon. 

Bo  the  golfer  stertlng  out  this  new  Bprlng  to  precUoc  or  to  pley.  hoping 
to  prune  ewey  four  or  five  strokee  from  his  1349  score,  should  Ihr  to  con- 
eentraie  only  on  dssentleli

In  taking  his  stance  for  practice  or  for  play  the  Spring  goUer  should 
eluninate  tenwon  in  feet  and  legs.  In  surtlng  his  baekswing  there  are 
three  things  that  need  his  concentration : To  swing  back  smoothly,  without 
huiT) . to  be  sure  tbs  baekswing  is  finished,  to  start  the  downswing  with- 
out any  rush  and  to  keep  his  hasui  fixed. 

I recall  many  years  ago  silting  with  Blu  Malden.  Bobby  Jonaa'  tn- 
atrucior,  valrhing  Bob  praettea  before  a round.  This  was  at  Oakmont 
aroth>d  UI19.  Bob  was  then  17  yean  eld.  He  was  hitting  every  practiee  shot 
perfectly— far  and  straight. 

**He  looks  greoi  today,**  I said  to  Malden 

•Yea, ' MaMfvi  wsM.  ‘on  the  prwetKW  tee  When  he  get*  to  Uia  pleyksg 
tee  hell  iiKTease  the  pace  of  his  backisring  90  per  eent.  He’s  How  back 
DOW.  but  he  wont  be  slow  back  soon  ** 

This  u exactly  what  happened  At  IT.  Bob  had  the  competiuvs  urge 
af  a football  player,  not  the  phUoeophy  of  a eeasoned  golfer.  He  was 
already  brilliant  at  IT,  but  rarely  consistent.

■nuMiih.  nothing  elec  will  be  smooth.  You  must  certainly  finish  the  back- 
awing  before  starting  the  doxmswlng.  What's  the  hurry?

MIAEP  IN  TENTS 

Oramy.  tree-shaded  ground  near 
the  beech  at  La  Perouae  mads  aa 
Ideal  setting  for  the  camp.  The 
youngsters  slept  to  tents,  oo  army 
style  patllsnea-  When  they  were 
not  out  oo  slght-scalcg  raped  moos, 
they  spent  hours  sun  bathing  on  the 
warm  sand  or  diving  Into  the  oool 
water  of  the  bay.  In  the  evcnlnfs, 
they  aat  round  and  sang  their  fav- 
orite songs. 

Camp  chores  were  rostered.  Otrla 
and  bc^  took  their  turn  at  peeling 
potatoea,  helping  to  serve  meals  or 
washing  tl<e  diahoa. 

Healthy  appeUtea  were  an  tndlea- 
Uoo  of  the  succem  of  the  holiday 
Bvet7  day.  the  38  children  got 
through  70  pounds  of  meat,  five  gal- 
lons of  milk  and  30  two-pound 
loaves  of  bread.  During  a week 
they  also  ate  144  large  packeU  of 
breakfast  cereal,  four  <34- pound) 
cases  of  fresh  tomatoes,  100  pounds 
of  potatoes,  two  <90- pound)  cases 
of  bananas  and  40  pounds  of  honey. 


TWO  FAMOtS  C-ARTS 

IP  you  vlstt  the  museum  In  the  Hudson’s  Bay  store  In  Winnipeg,  or 
take  a trolley  bus  out  to  the  east  end  of  Calgary  to  a small  park 
owned  by  a gtnger  ale  company,  you  wlU  see  two  of  the  oldest  and 
most  interesting  carts  In  all  Canada.  They  are  real  old-ume  Red 
River  carts.  Just  as  famous  in  Canada  as  are  the  covered  wagons 
In  ths  United  Statee. 

When  the  fine  setUera  went  to  the  Red  River  Talley  and  began 
farming  where  the  dty  of  Winnipeg  now  stands,  there  were  no  roads 
or  sidewalks.  The  pioneers  buUt  their  own  log  cabins,  msde  thdr 
own  furniture  and  bought  their  flour  and  other  necemlUes  from  ths 
Hudson's  Bay  post  In  the  fort  nearby. 

The  settlen  were  hundreds  of  miles  from  the  nearest  town  and 
ths  only  waj  they  could  travel  was  by  boat  along  the  river  or  across 
ths  Prairie  trails  Usually  the  men  rode  on  horaeback.  but  when 
they  wanted  to  take  their  families  with  them,  or  carry  supplies, 
they  needed  a wagon  or  cart.  And  since  there  were  oo  factories  or 
machines,  they  bad  to  build  them  themselves. 


The  Red  River  cart  was  made  without  meta]  or  nails.  It  looked 
like  a wooden  box  mounted  on  two  all-wooden  wheels.  There  was 
not  even  one  nail  in  It;  U was  held  together  by  wooden  pegs  and 
pieces  of  buffalo  hide.  If  an  axle  broke,  a Umb  of  a tree  was  chopped 
down,  trimmed  and  put  into  place. 

The  Red  River  cart  was  noisy  snd  you  could  bear  *ts  axles  squeak- 
ing sometimes  from  miles  away  And  U wasn't  very  nice  to  look  sW 
or  very  comfortshle  to  ride  In.  But  long  before  there  were  railroad 
tralna.  Red  River  carts  carried  men.  women  and  children  all  across 
the  Pralrte.  Into  ths  lands  of  the  buffalo  herds  and  the  Indiana, 
the  pioneers  rode  in  their  clumsy,  noisy  carts.  When  they  came 
to  a river,  they  took  off  the  wheels,  bound  them  together  with  buffalo 
and  the  cart  became  a boat 

Meet  of  the  Red  River  carts  have  disappeared  The  old  Prairie 
trails  are  now  modem  railroads  and  highways  and  the  trading  posts 
snd  forts  the  ancient  csu*U  once  served  are  clUes  like  Calgary  and 
Edmonton.  Among  the  few  mooumrnts  to  the  brave  pioneers  are  the 
two  old  cans  tn  Winnipeg  and  Calgary— souvcnln  of  the  day  when 
crossing  the  Western  plains  was  a great  adventura.

cate  He  bad  dieamy  eyes  and  a 
glrUsh  mouth  Hu  last  year  at 

school  he  fell  In  love  with  pretty 
Mabel  Smith.  One  day  Snyder 
caught  him  passing  Mabel  a note. 

The  schoolmaster  yanked  Myles 
from  his  scat  and  made  him  read 
tbs  note  before  the  class.  It  was 
rather  a mashy  bit  of  Uteralure- 
Myles  flushed  to  the  roots  of  his 
hair  Everyone  laughed.  After  the 
reading  Snyder  thrashed  the  boy 
until  he  lay  unconscious  oo  the 
floor  An  example  for  tbs  others. 

Myles  never  fatgrH.  It  wasn't  so 
much  the  bodily  Injuries.  It  was 
the  humilattoa.  Tbe  youth  then 
and  there  Bworv  revenge. 

Following  hu  *cboollng  in  Maple 
Valley.  Myles  attended  the  high 
choof  tn  Mmdere  Later  he  went 
to  college  and  studied  law.  During 
eoQege  he  went  out  for  foothalL 
Not  because  he  liked  the  game,  bat 
because  he  wanted  to  develop  him- 
self for  the  time  when  be  would 
come  back  to  Maple  Valley  and  beat 
up  Oeorga  SuftW.

ONK  reason  so  little  to  standard- 
ised with  regard  to  brake  ad- 
justing to  because  there  to  sucb  a 
wtd«  variation  m driving  habits 
Some  people,  the  smart  ones,  use 
the  brakes  about  ooe-thlrd  as  much 
as  those  who  drive  with  little  regard 
for  the  effert  of  excessively  built  up 
momentum.  Nonnally  a car  should 
be  able  to  run  19.000  miles  before 
the  brake  shoes  need  taking  up.  but 
many  go  way  over  thla  Something 
that  win  interest  the  folk  who  wisely 
conserve  to  that  dropping  the  aver- 
age speed  from  50  to  so  miles  per 
hour  has  the  effect  of  postponing 
brake  shoe  adjustater'i  so  much  ss 
5,000  miles. 

A minimum  of  brake  use  atoo  re> 
suits  to  many  uther  savings,  toclud- 
tng  the  life  of  the  Individual  brake 
pistons  and  the  brake  druma.  Too 
vigorous  brake  acUon  at  low  car 
speeds  will  often  )am  a pUUn  cup 
or  warp  a drum.  Wear  on  the  fires 
which  results  from  this  also  has  a 
reverie  aetkm  on  the  brakes  by  hav- 
ing a tendency  to  throw  them  out 
of  equalitoiUm.

VICTORIA'S  moet  active  anti-aircraft  unit  doesn't  have 
a gun  to  its  name,  not  even  a popgun.  Nor  it  it  likely 
to  have  any  guns,  even  in  case  of  war.  Yet  the  unit  is  one 
of  the  most  important  in  anti-aircraft  defence. 

The  ftth  Anti-Aircraft  Operations  Room,  R.C.A.,  !■ 
charged  with  the  collection,  evaluation  and  dissemination 
of  information  regarding  the  movement  of  all  aircraft  or 
misailes,  friendly  or  otherwise.  A unit  of  the  Reserve  Army, 
the  Eighth  has  its  headquarters  in  Bay  Street  Armoury. 
Training  is  also  conducted  at  the  Royal  Canadian  School 
of  Artillery  at  Work  PoinL 

The  local  unit  was  activated  in  1949  and  is  already  up  to 


strength  in  both  officers  and  N.C.O.’s.  Because  of  the 
highly  technical  nature  of  the  Operations  Unit,  nearly  all 
of  the  Eighth's  personnel  are  officers,  N C.O.'s  or  trades- 
men. Radio,  radar  and  telecommunications  are  the  "life- 
blood”  of  the  A.A.O.R.,  and  some  technical  knowledge  is  a 
must  for  all  ranks. 

The  unit  trains  Tuesday  and  Friday  evenings  under  Capt. 
R.  V.  Parrett.  740  Cowper  Street,  Officer  Commanding  the 
Operations  Unit.  Lieut.  G.  E.  Smith,  of  View  Royal,  is 
liaison  officer  to  the  R.C.A.F.  Active  liaison  it  maintained 
wih  442  Reserve  Squadron,  R.C.A.F.,  at  Vancouver,  who 
provide  the  jet  and  other  aircraft  for  training  exercises.
